Our family attended the annual 
West Texas Press Association 
Summer Convention this past 
weekend.

It was our pleasure to see the 
production of “Ladies’ Night in a 
Turkish Bath” at the Opera House 
and it was hilarious. That show had 
its final performance Sunday and 
“Annie Get Your Gun” will open 
tonight (Thursday) and will run 
until Sept. 6. 
The quarter-million dollar Opera 
House was restored entirely with 
private 
money 
and 
proudly 
displays 
period 
chandeliers, 
needle-point seats, and an old 
fashioned “ Olio” curtain with 
advertising. 
The Opera House was built in 
1886 and was closed in 1911 and for 
the next 64 years the beautiful old 
building wasted away to little more 
than a roofless shell of four Hood 
County stone walls. 
According to a story in the 
“Texas Monthly” foundations and 
individuals from all over the state 
contributed 
$110,000 
toward 
restoring the building as a func­ 
tioning opera house in 1974. The 
opera house board then made 
\ application to the Texas Historical 
Commission for matching funds 
which would allow complete 
restoration. The commission said 
no money was then available and 
not to do a thing for a year or so 
until it was. 
As Jo Ann Miller, director of the 
Opera Association said, “ We 
looked at each other, and at our 
$110,000 and decided to go ahead 
without the matching funds.” All 
the {dace needed was a roof, floor, 
stage, seats, and a few amenities 
like air conditioning. All that 
finally cost a quarter of a million 
dollars. In the first six months after

These students will pick up 
their schedules, books and be 
School Board Adopts 
Budget for 1976-77 


The Trustees of the Hamlin 
Independent School District, 
in their regular monthly 
meeting 
here 
Monday 
evening, adopted their of­ 
ficial budget for the coming 
school year that calls for 
expenditures 
of 
over 
$1,150,000. 
Superintendent Bob Hawes 
told the board that he ex­ 
pected the district to carry 
over a surplus from the 1975- 
76 school year of nearly 
$27,000. This, he said, would 
more than offset the $21,750 
deficit projected in the new 
budget. 
The budget calls for the 
district to raise $478,897.00 in 
taxes for local maintenance 
and $164,470.00 for debt 
service. This is based on 95 
percent collection of taxes at 
the rate of 99 cents for local 
and 34 cents for bonds. 
The district expects to raise 
$735,282.00 from local and 
intermediate sources and 
$395,846.00 from state sources 
for a total of $1,131,128.00. 


By far the biggest item in 
the new budget is teachers’ 
salaries 
which 
is 
over 
$500,000.00 for the coming 
year. Another big item in the 
budget is utilities with $30,000 
budgeted for electricity and 
$13,000 for gas. 
Tile budget also includes 
$32,500 to be spent on the new 
middle school and auditorium 
in excess of the bond monies 
being spent on the project. 
In other action the trustees 
voted to increase the liability 
insurance coverage on the ten 
school buses from nine 
months to the full 12 months. 
Cost for the additional three 
months will be $170.00. 
The board voted to adopt 
the state’s new free and 
reduced price eligibility 
income scale for school 
lunches. This program is 
required by the state and 
federal agencies before a 
school district can recieve 
any federal lunch room 
monies. 
Under this scale a family of 


four making less than $7,190 
a year can receive 
free 
lunches for their children. 
Hie family could have an 
income as high as $11,110 and 
receive reduced price lunch­ 
es which can not be over 20 
cents. 
A family of six can make as 
much as $9,240 and qualify for 
the free lunches and as much 
as $14,410 for the reduced 
price lunches.

Screw worms Continue 
Siege On Texas Cattle 


Jones County Residents to Get 


Over *7 Million In SS Benefits 


(Special to the Herald) 
NEW YORK, What will the 
new increase in 
Social 
Security payments, which 
became effective at the 
beginning of this month, 
mean to residents of Jones 
County who are receiving 
such benfits? 
How much more will they 
be getting per year? How big 
will their average check be 
compared to what it was 
formerly? 
On the basis of the latest 
figures from the Social 
Security 
Administration, 
which show the number of 
local beneficiaries and the 
amounts being paid them, it 
is estimated that the new 
schedule of retirement and 
disability rates will add 
approximately $213,000 to 
their checks during the 
remaining six months of this 
year. 
On an annual basis they 


will be getting $426,000 more 
than they did in the past 12 
months. Their payments will 
continue on this scale until 
July, 1977, when another 
adjustment may take place. 


The current increase is the 
second one to have taken 
place 
under 
legislation 
enacted in 1972. The intention 
was to make the Social 
Security system inflation- 
proof. To accomplish this, 
payments are adjusted to 
compensate for the rise in 
living costs, from year to 
year, as indicated by the 
Consumer Price Index. 
Hiis year’s hike comes to 
6.4 percent. It adds more than 
$5 billion to the checks going 
to 37 million people. 
The first such adjustment, 
one year ago, raised benefits 
by 3 percent, at a cost of $5.7 
billion. 
Under the new increase the 


average retired worker, who 
received $2,448 last year, will 
be 
getting 
$2,616 
now. 
Disabled workers will go 
from $2,736 to $2,904, on 
average. 


Elderly couples, where 
both are receiving beneifts, 
will be getting $4,464, or $288 
more tnan before. Payments 
to aged widows will rise to 
$2,4%, which is $144 more 
than the previous average. 
Tie net result, for Jones 
County beneficiaries, is that 
payments to them will total 
approximately 
$7,078,000 
during the next 12 months, as 
against $6,652,000 in fiscal 
1975. 
There will be no increase in 
payroll taxes to offset the 
increase in benefits. The tax 
remains at 5.85 percent each, 
for employee and employer, 
based upon the first $15,300 of 
earnings. 


Screwworms have mounted 
a siege on the Lone Star State 
this spring and summer, and 
the coming months hold little 
promise for relief. 
Virtually all of Texas is 
now subject to the menacing 
flesheating livestock pest, 
points out Kirby Clayton, 
count agent for the Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
Recent cases in Montague 
county in North Texas and in 
Stonewall, Baylor, Cottle, 
Kent and Motley counties in 
the Rolling Plains mean that 
screwworms are now within 
striking distance of all 
livestock 
in 
the 
state. 
Therefore, it’s vital that 
producers 
check 
their 
livestock regularly, spray for 
flies, treat any wounds, and 
send any worms found in 
wounds to the Mission Lab for 
identification, 
emphasizes 
Clayton. 
If the worms are identified 
as larvae of the screwworm 
fly, then action will im­ 
mediately 
be 
taken 
to 
bombard the area where the 
case was reported with 
sterile flies reared at the 
Mission Lab. Sterile flies will 
breed with wild screwworm 
Hies, rendering any eggs that 
they may lay as sterile. Thus 
the eggs will not hatch. Of 
course, the screwworm fly 
dies after mating, so the 
mating process with the 


sterile flies breaks 
the 
reproductive cycle of the 
screwworm.

educational assistance in 
order that their level of 
educational attainment may 
br raised to that appropriate 
for children of their age. 
The State Department of 
Education will distribute the 
county amounts to the school 
districts in accordance with 
Federal Regulations. Each 
school district is guaranteed 
no less than 85 percent of its 
fiscal year 1976 allocation.

How high 
will gas hi lls go, 
and when 
will they level off? 


There is no sure answer. It depends, to a large ex­ 
tent, on what Lone Star has to pay its natural gas 
suppliers. 
Just a few years ago, Lone Star paid only about 
19c for a thousand cubic feet of gas. 
Today, we have to pay almost $2 fora thousand 
cubic feet of new gas. 
But you are still being charged at a much lower 
rate than that You see, we are still buying old gas at 
lower rates under old contracts. So the average cost 
for gas, the cost that primarily determines your bi, 
is still just a little over $1 per thousand cubic feet. * 
As our dder contracts expire, and new, higher- 
priced gas is purchased, the average price will con­ 
tinue to rise (even if we don’t buy any new gas). We 
can foresee an average price of around $2 per thou­ 
sand cubic feet in a few years. 
That’s quite a big increase. We know because 
we’re almost paying that price right now for new gas. 
But it should rise much more gradually in the next 
year or two than it has during the past year.
